PURPOSE: To call a prescribed communication equipment with one touch opera- 
tion by setting the telephone number of the prescribed calling device to be 
preset to a transmitting means and the identification number of the calling 
device itself by using the arbitrary calling device. 

CONSTITUTION: A calling device A set in a hired car company side is equipped 
with a transmitter Al, telephone set A2 and personal computer A3. The transmit- 
ter Al receives the telephone number from a calling device C in a customer 
side, connects the number to the telephone set A2 and outputs the customer 
identification No to the personal computer A3. In the personal computer A3, 
data such as a customer name, address and route, etc., are stored by customers 
in correspondence to the ID No. When the ID No is inputted from the customer 
side, the data corresponding to the ID No are displayed. In a transmitter Cl 
in the customer side, the telephone number of the telephone set A2 in the hired 
car company side and the ID No of the transmitter Cl itself are preset and 
the telephone number of this telephone set A2 and the ID No of the transmitter 
itself are transmitted with one. operation. Thus, the exclusive transmitter can 
be realized to call the prescribed calling device with one operation.

PURPOSE: To efficiently realize wide band service by respectively designating 
an information channel in a communication line and an information channel 
in the other communication line to a wide band terminal, which needs the plural 
information channels, by using one control channel in the plural communication 
lines and executing call setting. 

CONSTITUTION: A wide band terminal 2 is connected through three communica- 
tion lines out of communication lines 5a-5d f — with basic speed access type 
(2B+D) channel structure, which is regulated by CCITT recommendation, 
to a digital exchange 1. A call control circuit 8 connected to a line interface 
6a communicates the control information of the call setting for executing the 
communication of a picture signal respectively using the information channel 
[ B] of the three communication lines 5a-5c with the digital exchange 1 through 
the control channel (D) of the communication line 5a. Thus, the wide band 
terminal can be housed by using plural basic interfaces and housing efficiency 
is improved. Then, the digital exchange system of high economicity can be 
realized.

PURPOSE: To set a display device distant from an electronic equipment, informing 
a fault of a maintenance staff, etc., without fail and to execute a speedy counter- 
measure by sending a correspondent DTMF signal based on a detected result 
to the fault of the electronic equipment and executing correspondent display 
based on the received DTMF signal. 

CONSTITUTION: A fault decision part 4 executes the detection of service interrup- 
tion, etc., and sends correspondent information and power supply to a display 
device 2. The display device 2 is set comparatively near a PBX 1 and a DTMF 
signal sending part 7 outputs the DTMF signal of a prescribed mixed frequency 
in correspondence to the fault information. A display device 3 is set in a place 
enough distant from the PBX 1 and a DTMF signal reception part 12 is 
equipped with discrimination function. Then, it is detected which two frequencies 
are coupled. After that, the correspondent output is given to a display part 
13. Thus, the electronic equipment and display device can be arranged with 
a distance in between and thus, the fault can be informed of the maintenance 
staff without fail. Then, the speedy countermeasure can be executed.
